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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To facilitate optical network 
construction by developing 

a technology which eliminates the need to provide extra 
length in advance and 

enables postbranching at an arbitrary position halfway on an 
optical cable. 

SOLUTION: The sheath 12 of the optical fiber cable 10 is 
removed at a branch 

part A and a position B at a slight distance from it. A 
coated optical fiber 

101 to be branched is cut at the position B and led out of 
the cable from the 

branch part A. The branch part A is fitted with a closure 30 
and the coated 

optical fiber 201 of a branch cable 20 is connected to the 
led-out coated 
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optical fiber 101. It is not necessary to cut a member or 
spacer like before. 

A water- proof process is performed at the position B where 
the coated optical 

fiber is cut by using a self-fusing tape, an adhesive 
aluminum tape, etc. 

Consequently, the closure 30 is made much smaller in size 
than conventional 
closure . 
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
